Claims 1-1 1 are allowable over the prior art, since the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a liquid handling system which includes a rotating mechanism that rotates a 
dispensing mechanism about a vertical rotation axis located at the center of the plurality 
of the dispensing cylinders and a controller configured to control the dispensing and 
rotating mechanisms such, as to permit the nozzles to be attached with dispensing tips 
oriented in the Y-axis direction or the X-axis direction and to dispense the first reagent 
through the tips oriented in the Y-axis direction , and the second reagent - through the 
tips oriented in the X-axis direction, respectively.
